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BYRON  LAFLIN  SMITH 

Extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  held  April  28,  1914. 

"The  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  are  deeply 
affected  by  the  death  on  March  twenty-second,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fourteen,  of  Byron  Laflin  Smith,  one  of  our 
very  most  beloved  associates.  No  one  of  our  number  was 
more  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  or  more  devoted 
to  its  welfare.  With  ever-increasing  interest  he  has  served 
as  one  of  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital  for  many  years, 
always  maintaining  that  the  standards  of  the  work  done 
by  the  Hospital  should  be  of  the  highest.  He  was  a  man 
of  sterling  integrity,  a  wise  counselor,  and  a  loyal  friend. 
Not  only  we,  the  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
but  the  Directors  of  many  other  of  the  charitable  institu- 
tions of  our  city,  will  miss  his  genial  friendship,  his  wise 
counsel,  and  his  inspiring  presence." 


WILLIAM  BERNHARDT  FEHRING,  M.  D. 

was  born  in  November,  1875,  in  Western  Montana,  where 
his  boyhood  was  spent.  He  came  East  to  Lake  Forest 
Academy,  graduating  in  1898,  after  several  years'  residence. 
In  the  autumn  of  1899  he  began  the  study  of  medicine  in 
Rush  Medical  College,  receiving  his  Doctorate  degree  in 
1903.  The  next  year  he  worked  as  an  interne  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital,  and  in  1905  he  began  his  teaching  career 
as  an  assistant  in  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gyne- 
cology. In  the  succeeding  years  he  gradually  rose  through 
the  various  grades,  being  appointed  Assistant  Professor  in 
1912.  During  several  years  he  was  on  the  staff  of  the 
Central  Free  Dispensary  and  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

In  1905  symptoms  of  diabetes  developed,  following  a 
long  period  of  strain  and  anxiety,  caused  by  his  mother's 
last  illness.  Under  careful  treatment,  the  disease  ran  a 
mild  course  until  the  latter  part  of  1912,  when  it  assumed 
a  more  aggravated  form.  Thereafter,  it  steadily  progressed 
until,  in  the  autumn  of  1913,  it  became  evident  that  a  fatal 
termination  might  be  expected  at  any  time.  The  end 
came  January  10,  1914. 

Rush  Medical  College  can  ill  afford  to  lose  such  a 
man  as  Dr.  William  Fehring.  He  had  a  well-balanced  mind 
and  carried  on  his  work  with  great  intelligence.  As  a 
practical  clinician,  he  stood  in  the  first  rank.  His  critical 
faculty  was  well  developed,  and  he  taught  students  as  one 
who  himself  was  ever  of  a  thoughtful  and  inquiring  turn 
of  mind.  During  the  year  of  his  illness,  he  rarely  com- 
plained of  ill-fortune.  Though  forced  to  moderate  his 
activities,  he  worked  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  even  to  the 
end.  Quiet  and  modest  by  nature,  his  circle  of  friends 
was  not  extensive,  but  all  who  knew  him  loved  him,  for 
they  knew  him  to  be  upright,  honest,  pure  in  heart  and 
faithful  in  friendship. 

In  the  name  of  Dr.  Fehring's  colleagues  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  I  desire  to  express  our 
sorrow  because  of  the  loss  we  have  sustained,  and  to 
record  our  deep  appreciation  of  his  service  to  the  College, 
the  Hospital  and  the  Dispensary.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 
OF  THE 

Presbyterian  Hospital 


To  the  Members  of  the  Society,  the  Churches  and  all  our  other  Friends: 

During  the  past  year,  the  Hospital  has  performed  the  largest  service  of 
its  entire  existence.  While  its  normal  capacity  is  305  beds,  this  number  has 
been  continuously  exceeded  for  many  weeks  at  a  time,  during  different  periods, 
running  as  high  as  340.  And  with  this  increased  number,  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  receive  all  the  patients  who  have  applied  to  us.  For  most  of  the 
year,  outside  of  the  summer  months,  we  have  been  obliged  to  daily  turn  away 
many  applicants. 

The  total  result  is,  that  we  have  received  during  the  year  7,238  patients, 
which  is  far  in  excess  of  any  previous  one.  The  report  of  the  Superintendent 
shows  a  large  increase  in  the  charity  work,  which  is  gratifying.  A  still 
greater  increase  could  be  made  with  advantage,  if  we  had  the  funds  with 
which  to  do  it. 

The  standards  of  service  of  the  medical  and  surgical  departments  have 
been  steadily  maintained,  and  improved  as  rapidly  as  opportunities  and  means 
would  allow.  The  clinics  which  were  given  in  December  before  the  members 
of  the  Medical  Convention  of  the  country,  which  held  its  first  meeting  in 
Chicago,  received  very  high  commendation.  Some  of  these  clinics  were  given 
before  audiences  numbering  from  400  to  500  people.  Whatever  has  been 
learned,  or  gained  in  experience,  by  our  staff  during  the  past  year,  in  in- 
vestigation and  research,  was  fully  explained  and  exhibited,  and  received 
careful  attention. 

Our  new  Nurses  Home  was  occupied  in  September,  but  not  fully  com- 
pleted until  some  weeks  later.  It  has  proved  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  building 
for  its  purpose,  fully  meeting  the  needs  of  the  school.  It  came  at  a  most 
opportune  time,  for  the  class  of  the  fall  of  1913  was  so  large,  that  to  have 
taken  care  of  it  with  our  former  facilities  was  impossible.  Crowded  into 
our  old  Home,  two  and  three  in  a  room,  with  some  of  our  older  nurses 
housed  in  the  Hospital,  and  others  in  houses  nearby,  the  School  has  been 
handicapped   for   two  years.     Aside    from   the   discomfort  of   the   situation   to 
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the  nurses,  their  training  was  carried  on  with  the  utmost  difficulty,  and  the 
burden  on  their  instructors  was  a  heavy  one.  With  our  new  Home  fur- 
nishing every  necessary  comfort,  and  all  appliances  for  instruction,  we  con- 
fidently expect  a  larger  number  of  applicants  than  ever  before,  and  of  a  high 
grade.  We  were  unable  to  receive  all  that  applied  last  fall,  and  our  spring 
class  is  full. 

The  building  cost,  with  furniture,  equipment  and  tunnel,  $308,891 ;  cost 
of  ground  $60,500;  total  $368,891.  There  is  a  debt  on  the  property  of  $195,000. 
It  was  an  imperative  necessity.  To  have  carried  on  the  work  of  the  past 
year  without  it,  would  have  been  impossible.  Much  as  we  regretted  incurring 
an  indebtedness,  no  other  course  was  open  to  us,  unless  the  capacity  of  the 
'Hospital  was  to  be  reduced  to  such  a  number  as  could  be  nursed  by  the 
pupils  that  were  accommodated  in  the  old  Home.  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
making  the  statement,  that  no  wiser  action  has  been  taken  by  your  Board 
or  one  more  absolutely  demanded. 

The  interest  on  the  indebtedness  is  a  heavy  yearly  burden  for  us.  Is  there 
no  one  in  this  community,  appreciative  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  m 
the  Hospital,  mindful  of  the  important  part  of  it  that  is  borne  by  the  nurses, 
and  of  the  ever-increasing  value  that  thoroughly  trained  nurses  are  to  the 
care  of  our  sick,  that  will  relieve  us  of  this  burden? 

There  has  been  no  decrease  in  cost  of  maintenance  the  past  year,  and  the 
conditions  governing  the  same  have  not  changed.  High  cost  of  living  is  a 
familiar  cry.  But  in  addition,  there  has  come  to  hospitals  within  the  past 
few  years,  a  demand  for  increased  facilities,  expensive  appliances,  special  diets, 
tests  and  examinations,  not  heard  of  before  that  time.  Each  of  these  is 
needed  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  results,  but  they  add  largely  to  the  ex- 
pense of  administration.  We  could  spend  $10,000  a  year  additional  to  our 
present  budget,  to  the  greatest  advantage,  if  we  could  find  it  to  spend. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Byron  L.  Smith,  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the 
Hospital  have  sustained  a  very  great  loss.  He  became  a  member  of  the 
Board  in  1906,  and  from  the  first  manifested  a  lively  interest  in  its  affairs. 
Thoroughly  acquainting  himself  with  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  its  scope  and 
purposes,  his  interest  steadily  grew.  He  was  very  seldom  absent  from  our 
meetings,  and  invariably  notified  us  when  unable  to  be  present.  He  had  a 
firm  belief  in  the  future  of  the  Hospital,  a  thorough  appreciation  of  all  efforts 
that  were  made  to  enlarge  and  extend  its  usefulness,  and  assisted  generously 
in  its  development,  with  his  means  and  personal  services.

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  has  had  another  very  successful  year. 
Attention  is  called  to  their  report,  and  grateful  thanks  are  given  them  for 
their  efficient  assistance,  which  has  contributed  liberally  to  the  successful 
results  of  the  year. 

An  important  part  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital  should  be  its  Social  Ser- 
vice. This  work  with  us  is  largely  supported  by  the  Woman's  Board.  With 
the  means  within  our  control,  this  department  is  doing  fine  work.  Especial 
attention  is  given  to  children  and  maternity  patients. 

When  possible,  the  homes  of  children  are  visited  once  while  they  are 
in  the  Hospital,  excepting  in  instances  where  we  are  sure  good  care  can  be 
given.  When  discharged,  visits  are  made  and  instructions  in  hygiene  and 
general  care  are  given  as  frequently  as  seems  advisable  to  re-establish  health. 

Maternity  patients  are  visited  soon  after  leaving.  Instructions  are  given 
in  the  care  of  the  baby  and  in  general  hygiene.  Mothers  unable  to  afford 
the  services  of  a  competent  physician  are  urged  to  attend  the  weekly  con- 
ference at  a  nearby  Infant  Welfare  Station,  so  that  the  babies  may  be  kept 
well. 

Visits  are  made  to  such  other  adult  patients  as  seem  to  need  some  es- 
pecial oversight  or  instruction.  These  are  usually  chronic,  medical,  or  nervous 
patients. 

It  is  impossible  to  make  daily  visits  to  the  homes,  excepting  in  rare  in- 
stances,  for   two   or  three  days,  where   an   especial   condition   exists. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  avoid  duplicating  the  work  of  other  organizations; 
all  such  cases  are  referred  to  the  society  doing  that  particular  work. 

Often,  also,  the  Hospital  is  saved  from  being  imposed  upon  by  applicants 
who  are  not  entitled  to  free  treatment,  which  fact  is  disclosed  to  the  Social 
Service  work. 

A  recent  development  in  the  department  is  the  opportunity  for  the  pupil 
nurses  desiring  it,  to  obtain  a  short  experience  before  they  leave  the  school 
by   assisting   the    head    of    the    service. 

In  the  case  of  children,  the  work  of  the  Social  Service  is  of  incalculable 
good.  In  former  days,  children  were  brought  to  us,  cured  and  sent  home,  re- 
turned again  after  longer  or  shorter  intervals,  again  sent  home,  alternating 
between  Hospital  and  home,  till  death  ended  their  pilgrimage.  Now,  by  help- 
ing improve  the  home  conditions,  teaching  the  mother  how  to  feed  the  child, 
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and  assisting  and  encouraging  every  effort  for  better  surroundings,  much  misery 
is  averted  and  many  lives  saved. 

It  may  be  that  the  patient's  condition  is  such  that  it  is  impossible  for 
him  to  become  well  enough  to  support  himself  in  this  climate.  He  will  be 
an  ever-increasing  burden  on  the  community.  There  is  hope  for  him  else- 
where. The  Social  Service  worker,  through  other  organizations,  and  by  ap- 
plying to  individuals,  obtains  sufficient  funds,  with  the  assistance  of  rail- 
roads, for  him  to  go  where  there  is  a  chance  for  him.  Bad  housing,  over- 
work, poor  food,  unfavorable  social  conditions,  these  daily  send  their  victims 
to  the  hospitals.  Until  our  hospitals  have  a  personal  knowledge  of  the  home 
conditions  of  their  patients,  they  will  never  be  able  to  do  their  duty  to  them, 
or  get  the  best  results  in  their  care  of  them.  And  when  all  hospital  patients 
are,  on  their  discharge,  followed  to  their  homes  and  assisted  to  help  them- 
selves, and  if  necessary  put  in  touch  with  organizations  which  are  formed 
to  help  them,  the  burden  on  the  community  for  its  care  of  the  poor  and  un- 
fortunate will  be  materially  lightened. 

We  have  a  Social  Service  Worker  supported  by  the  Woman's  Board. 
She  is  a  very  capable  and  earnest  woman,  but  her  time  and  strength  will  not 
permit  her  to  do  more  than  a  small  part  of  the  work  which  presses  on  her. 
Daily  much  of  her  time  is  taken  interviewing  those  who  come  to  her  for 
advice  and  who  often  talk  to  her  more  freely  than  they  will  to  anyone  else. 
She  should  have  at  least  two  assistants  to  do  the  work  properly. 

We  have  an  out-Maternity  Service.  The  Hospital  is  in  the  center  of  a 
very  congested  district.  Our  maternity  wards  take  many  of  the  women  for 
their  confinement.  But  there  are  large  numbers  who  cannot  leave  their  chil- 
dren, cannot  pay  doctors,  therefore  depend  on  mid-wives,  with  their  train  of 
disaster,  suffering  and  fatal  results  to  mother  and  child.  We  have  in  charge 
of  this  service  a  graduate  nurse  of  long  experience  and  great  love  for  her 
work.  When  called,  she  goes  to  the  home  of  the  patient  with  one  of  our 
nurses,  one  of  our  resident  medical  staff,  and  one  of  the  students  from  Rush 
Medical.  In  case  of  any  complication,  one  of  our  medical  staff  is  on 
call,  and  responds  promptly.  The  service  is  increasing  so  rapidly  that  she 
should  have  at  least  one  assistant,  and  in  a  short  time  another  could  be  added 
with  advantage.  She  is  struggling  with  a  pressure  of  work  far  beyond  the 
limit  of  her  strength.  We  have  no  money  with  which  to  pay  an  assistant. 
There  is  no  better  field  for  charity,  and  it  should  be  fully  covered.  These  two 
causes  need  help,  and  they  are  susceptible  of  great  benefit  to  the  poor. 

The  year  closed  with  a  moderate  credit  balance. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  generous  yearly  gifts  of  our  friends,  with- 
out which  this  result  could  not  have  been  attained. 

We  thankfully  express  our  appreciation  of  the  devotion  of  our  medical  and 
surgical  staff  and  assistants;  of  the  house  staff;  of  our  valued  superintendent, 
and  employes  of  the  Hospital;  of  the  principal  of  the  School  for  Nurses 
and  her  assistants;  of  our  pupil  nurses;  and  of  all  officials. 

The  following  extract  from  a  recent  address  of  Dr.  Frank  Billings  is 
called  to  your  attention : 
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"The  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  modern  in  its  buildings  and  plant,  in  its 
administration,  its  nurses  and  its  medical  management.  It  cares  adequately 
for  the  sick  and  injured,  and  as  an  educational  institution  of  the  highest 
type,  its  benefits  are  not  only  local  and  immediate  from  the  service  in  the 
Hospital,  but  general  and  for  all  time,  through  the  knowledge  which  ema- 
nates from  the  investigations  made  in  the  wards  and  laboratories,  and  through 
the  services  to  other  communities,  by  the  doctors  and  nurses  who  are  trained 
in  the  institution." 

In  view  of  such  a  statement,  are  we  not  warranted  in  asking  for  sub- 
stantial additions  to  our  endowment  fund,  that  we  may  be  able  to  add  to  our 
efficiency  in  all  the  subjects  mentioned?

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RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 

OF 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital 


i.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  illness  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.  m.  and  5  o'clock  p.  m. 
They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  where  they  will  be 

examined  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  or  some  physician  or  surgeon 
appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

In  case  the  patient  cannot  apply  in  person,  the  Superintendent  shall  satisfy 
himself  that  the  case  is  a  proper  one  for  the  Hospital  before  admission  can 
be  granted. 

3.  Any  physician  or  surgeon  may  send  to  the  Hospital  such  pay  patients  as 
may  be  properly  admitted,  but  no  patient  shall  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  endowed 
beds,  except  by  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent,  or  upon  the  recommendation 
of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  signed  by  the  President. 

4.  Applications,  for  the  admission  of  patients  must  be  accompanied  by  a  cer- 
tificate of  a  physician  or  some  reputable  persons  in  their  neighborhood,  if  not 
recommended  by  a  member  of  the  Medical  Board,  and  in  no  instance  shall  a 
patient  who  is  able  to  pay  be  admitted  without  such  a  certificate. 

5.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  longer  than  three 
months,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon. 

6.  Infectious  or  contagious  cases  are  not  admitted  or  those  who  from  the 
nature  of  their  illness  would  occasion  discomfort  to  others. 


FREE  BEDS  AND  MEMBERS 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  designate  a  room  in 
the  Private  Pavilion  which  shall  be  named  as  desired  by  the  donor,  and  remain  as 
a  perpetual  memorial. 

A  donation  of  seventy-five  hundred  dollars  endows  a  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  endows  a  bed  during  one  life. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  endows  a  bed  in  the  children's  ward  in 
perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes  the  donor  a  life  mem- 
ber of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 
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RULES  FOR  VISITORS 


1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  on  Sundays,  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays,  from  2  to  4  p.  m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permission. 

2.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  to  see  any  patient  in  one  day, 
and  children  will  not  be  admitted  except  by  special  permission. 

3.  No  male  visitor,  except  a  near  relative,  will  be  admitted  to  the  female 
wards,  and  no  female,  except  a  near  relative,  will  be  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

4.  Articles  of  food  or  drink  must  not  be  carried  into  the  wards ;  they  must 
be  left  with  the  head  nurse  of  the  floor,  and  if  approved  by  the  physician  will  be 
sent  to  the  patient. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hospital; 
must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends,  and  leave  the  building 
promptly  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell  announcing  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

6.  In  case  of  alarming  illness,  of  which  due  notice  will  always  be  given,  if 
practicable,  to  the  immediate  relatives  or  friends  of  a  patient,  visits  will  not  be 
restricted  to  the  regular  days  or  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from  the 
premises.

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THE  ELEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

School  for  Nurses 

OF 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  Eleventh  Annual  Report  of  the  School 
for  Nurses: 

The  year  has  been  one  of  activity  necessary  to  keep  up  with  the  growing 
needs,  both  of  the  hospital  and  of  the  school  itself.  With  the  ability  to  accommo- 
date a  larger  number  in  the  new  home,  the  enrollment  has  been  increased  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  pupils,  making,  with  the  staff  of  twenty-two,  a 
total  average  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  residents.  Of  this  number,  four- 
teen graduate  head  nurses,  seventy-eight  accepted  and  twenty-six  preliminary 
pupils  have  been  on  duty  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital ;  four  at  the  Central  Free 
Dispensary;  three  at  Durand  Hospital;  two  in  the  Outdoor  Obstetrical  De- 
partment; one  in  the  Social  Service  work;  seven  members  of  the  staff  are 
engaged  in  teaching  and  executive  work,  and  three  are  Domestic  Science 
graduates,  whose  duties  are  teaching  and  supervising  cooking  in  the  hospital 
and  the  home.  There  has  been  an  average  of  thirteen  off  duty  for  various 
causes,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

With  the  ever-increasing  progress  of  medical  and  surgical  work,  and  with 
the  teaching  carried  on  in  a  college  hospital,  yearly  the  nursing  staff  gives  more 
time  to  the  scientific  side  of  the  work.  With  a  hospital  largely  private  and 
semi-private  in  character,  each  patient  naturally  requiring  much  personal  nurs- 
ing attention  and,  with  a  nurses'  school  claiming  to  be  educative  in  character, 
its  pupils  expecting  teaching,  not  merely  opportunity  to  work,  the  ability  to 
combine  in  right  proportion  these  three  sometimes  conflicting  duties  becomes 
continually  more  difficult. 

The  completion  and  occupancy  in  September,  1913,  of  the  new  home  has 
helped  to  smooth  some  of  the  difficulties,  providing  adequate  laboratory  and 
class  rooms  for  teaching  and  conserving  the  energies  of  all  by  comfortable 
sleeping  and  living  rooms,  and  by  its  convenience  of  location.  The  Home  has 
undoubtedly  proved  itself  to  be  not  only  a  splendid  addition  to  the  institution, 
but  most  appropriate  for  its  intended  purposes. 

In  addition  to  accomplishing  its  heaviest  year  of  general  nursing  in  the 
hospital,  the  pupils  of  the  school  have  done  six  hundred  and  sixty-two  days  of 
special  duty  nursing,  an  increase  of  four  hundred  and  sixteen  days  over  the 
previous  year,  and  have  made  fifteen  hundred  and  nineteen  calls  in  the  Out- 
door Obstetrical  Department.  With  the  eight  hundred  and  sixteen  calls  made 
by  Miss  Foerster  since  August  1st,  when  she  was  appointed  head  of  that  de- 
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partment,  the  total  obstetrical  visits  amount  to  twenty-three  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  as  against  seven  hundred  and  fifty-two  in  1912-13.  Our  nurses  have  also 
accomplished  five  hundred  and  forty-two  days  of  nursing  at  the  Durand  Hos- 
pital, where  optional  training  in  contagious  nursing  may  be  obtained;  thirteen 
hundred  and  forty-four  days  in  the  clinics  of  the  Central  Free  Dispensary,  and 
ninety-five  days  in  the  Social  Service  Department  under  Miss  Breeze.  We  are 
very  appreciative  of  the  daily  instruction  given  to  members  of  our  senior 
class  by  Miss  Breeze,  and  especially  grateful  to  Mr.  Gray,  the  pharmacist  of  the 
hospital,  for  the  many  years  he  has  received  and  taught  our  pupils  in  his 
department. 

The  amount  of  special  duty  nursing  in  the  hospital  by  graduate  nurses  in 
1913-14  has  been  13,949  days,  exceeding  1912-13  by  787  days.  The  health  record  of 
the  school  has  been  somewhat  better  than  last  year,  the  amount  of  illness  being 
7  -f-  days  for  the  individual  nurse  as  against  9  -j-  the  previous  year.  We  regret 
to  report  the  serious  illness  and  continued  absence  from  duty  of  Miss  Aylward, 
who  since  the  school's  organization  has  been  in  charge  of  the  domestic  side 
of  the  home,  and  of  Miss  Isabel  Towne,  Third  Assistant  in  the  hospital. 

While  the  work  of  the  school  has  increased  in  most  branches,  it  has  been 
relieved  in  one  instance.  The  decision  of  the  Alumnae  to  join  the  Central 
Registry,  started  in  December  by  the  First  District  of  the  Graduate  Nurses' 
Association,  has  saved  the  office  of  the  school  many  hours  at  the  telephone, 
besides  being  an  effort  on  the  part  of  our  graduates  to  aid  the  public  in  most 
easily  securing  good  nurses. 

With  the  granting  of  diplomas  to  sixteen  nurses  on  May  1,  1913,  the  list 
of  graduates  reached  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight.  Of  these,  sixty-two  are 
engaged  in  private  duty,  and  thirty-five  in  institutional  and  public  health  work. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  of  the  Hospital  and  its  Nurses'  School 
Committee,  of  which  Miss  Helen  V.  Drake  is  chairman,  have  been  most  kind 
and  helpful  to  the  school.  The  gift  of  four  microscopes  for  the  new  labo- 
ratory, the  use  by  our  pupils  of  three  scholarships  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Chas.  D. 
Hamill,  Mrs.  Joseph  Matteson  and  Miss  Rose  B.  Mason,  assistance  in  the 
opening  reception  of  the  Home  on  December  31,  and  in  the  graduating  exer- 
cises each  year,  are  some  of  the  ways  in  which  this  helpfulness  has  shown 
itself.  To  them  and  to  the  many  other  friends  of  the  institution,  we  return 
most  grateful  thanks. 

We  thank  the  Rush  Medical  College  for  its  continued  assistance  in  the 
teaching  of  our  students;  those  gentlemen  who  have  conducted  classes  or  given 
lectures;  the  staff  of  the  hospital;  the  superintendent,  Mr.  Bacon,  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  institution,  for  their  customary  courtesy  and  co-operation. 

To  the  physicians  of  the  school,  Dr.  Herrick  and  Dr.  Irons,  and  to  Dr. 
Friedberg  and  the  other  members  of  the  staff,  we  acknowledge  our  indebt- 
edness for  the  medical  care  given  to  the  members  of  our  household,  while  to 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  we  can  merely  express  our  apprecia- 
tion  of   their   responsiveness   to   our  many  requests.

YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  31,  1914 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  April  7,  1913,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
Board  has  held  meetings  each  month,  with  the  exception  of  July,  August 
and  September. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  also  held  nine  regular  meetings,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Board  have  held  two  special  meetings.  There  have  been  thirteen 
new  members  added  to  the  roll  and  eleven  resignations.  The  Board  has  lost 
three  of  its  members  by  death — Miss  Rose  B.  Mason,  assistant  treasurer,  and 
Mrs.  John  T.  Gould  and  Mrs.  A.  G.  Warner,  honorary  members. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  sixty-seven.  The  present  enrollment  is 
two  hundred  and  thirty-four  (234),  including  eighteen  honorary  members.
